So critical has become the situation 
and so fearful are the county authori­ 
ties that they will not be able to cope 
with trouble, should it arise, that 
Adjutant General Thomas ,T. Stewart 
directed the commanding officers of 
the Tenth and Eighteenth infantry 
regiments and a cavalry troop of the 
national guard to prepare for moboli- 
zation, in the event of their being

duty. 
W hether 
these troops will be called out de­ 
pends entirely on Governor Martin G. 
Brumbaugh. 
The most important development In 
the big strik e was the announcement 
that 49,000 street car employes would 
walk out on May 1, unless their de­ 
mands, made some time ago on the 
Pittsburg Street 
Railway company, 
and which have been under considera­ 
tion for some time, are granted. 
The 
men are ask ing an increase in wages 
of from 30 to 38 cents an hour. They 
have not had an increase in pay dur­ 
ing the past nine years. 
From the seventy mines of the 
Pittsburg Coal company, 24,000 men 
are out.

Berlin (via Am sterdam), April 26.— 
Within twenty-four hours, forty-eight 
at the outside, Germany will have 
dispatched across the Atlantic her an­ 
swer to President Wilson's last word 
on the submarine. 
T hat answ er will decide—for the 
time being at least—the question of 
war or peace between Germany and 
the United States. 
An imi>enetrable veil of secrecy, 
unprecedented here since the war be­ 
gan, k eeps the anxious gaze of the 
German people from discerning even 
the vaguest outline of their govern­ 
ment's decision. 
Yet, this much they already 
know: 
The k aiser will go to the greatest pos­ 
sible length in endeavoring to 
keep 
peace with American. 
In formulating 
its answ er to the United States the 
German government sees itself con­ 
fronted with the gigantic task of 
bringing not only the great cleavage, 
which, at the present moment exists 
between the two nations, but at the 
same tim e in conciliating its own peo­ 
ple from the “hum iliation” incurred 
by an admission that what has been 
for more than a year held up to them 
as right, has, in fact, been proven 
wrong; that the weapon which has 
been time and time again proclaimed 
as “the only effective weapon in Ger­ 
many’s struggle for her existence,” 
has proved, after all, the medium 
through which the rest of the white 
man's world is to he enlisted to crush 
her existence, if its present use is not 
immediately disavowed. 
How will this note of admission, 
destined to become the most m em or­ 
able, because the most consequential, 
in the annals of the proud German 
empire, he formed to please both the 
sender, that is, the seventy million 
souls for whom it is to speak , and the 
addressee, the American people, for 
whom the President speak s? 
A suave smile, a jiolite “pardon me, 
hut I can say nothing yet.” is the 
ever repeated answ er to this question 
by a veritable army of German and 
neutral correspondents over and over 
again during the last few days. T here­ 
fore, it is imperative 
to emphasize 
that what follows is absolutely un­ 
official. based on no statem ent, no 
hint, no “indication,” but merely and 
solely speculation, a “ best bet.” 
I 
have not the slightest hope that the 
censor will pass the hypothesis which 
T am about to outline, but I should 
fee! neglectful of my duty did I not 
speak out 
what, in well informed, 
though unofficial quarters, has been 
whispered as “the one way out.” 
Supposing that Germany, in her 
forthcoming reply to President Wil­ 
son. will agree to suspend subm arine 
warfare for a certain period of time, 
say for one or two months, and affix 
to her declaration that she is willing 
to do so on the condition that, within 
that period of time the United States 
endeavor 
once 
again 
to 
persuade 
Great 
Britain 
to 
discontinue 
her 
“block ade” of Germany, declared il­ 
legal by the American government in 
its note to England? 
While this is purely a hypothetical 
solution of the present crisis, Ameri­ 
can readers must, if the censor should 
permit these lines to pass his blue 
pencil, tak e it for what it is worth.

HELPFUL HINTS 
FOR HOUSEWIVES 


Co mpa ct Cupbo a rd Fo r Kitch­ 
en Utensils. 


Fire Dis tric ts . 


The illustration shows a sty le of a 
cupboard in which kitchen utensils 
can be kept in an orderly manner with­ 
out taking up a great deal of space, 
say s Popular Mechanics. 
The cup­ 
board is tall and narrow, and the in­ 
terior face of each side is scored at 
even intervals with saw cuts one- 
fourth inch deep. 
In the grooves are 
placed 
shelves, 
which 
are 
merely 
sq uares of galvanized iron. 
By plac­ 
ing the shelf in the proper grooves the 
space is adapted to the size of the 
utensil. 
The small floor space occu­ 
pied allows the cupboard to be placed 
in tiie part of the kitchen that is most 
convenient. 


P o rk Ca k e . 
One pound of fat salt pork, one pint 
of boiling water, two cupfuls of sugar, 
one cupful of molasses, one teaspoon­ 
ful of soda, one teaspoonful of cloves, 
two teaspoonfuls of cinnamon, one 
pound of currants, one pound of raisins, 
one-fourth pound of citron, flour. Wash 
and dry the currants. Wash, seed and 
chop the raisins. 
Shred the citron. 
Have the pork entirely free from lean 
and rind and chop very fine or put 
through the food chopper, using the fin­ 
est cutter. 
I’our the boiling water 
over the chopi>ed pork; add the sugar, 
mix the soda with the molasses and 
add the molasses. Mix the spices with 
part of the flour and stir into the mix ­ 
ture. 
Add the fruit and then the rest 
of the flour. 
No definite amount 
of 
flour is given, but the batter should be 
as thick as one can stir. 
Bake in a 
moderate oven from three to four hours 
or steam three hours and bake one 
hour.

Expected Mexican Official W ill Meet 


General 
Scott About 
Thursday — 


American Troops Probably W ill Re­ 


main In Mexico Indefinitely. 


El Paso. Texas. April 26.—A plot 
was unearthed in the city of Chihua­ 
hua to kill all Americans and over­ 
throw the Carranza government, ac­ 
cording to letters received here. 
The letters came from Americans, 
and say the plot was discovered in 
time to prevent any of the details be­ 
ing put into execution. 
The leaders in the plot were former 
supporters of Pancho Villa, it is stat­ 
ed, and they used the anti-American 
tale to incite the natives against the 
Carranza officials, holding out that if 
the Americans were all killed and the 
Carranza government overthrown, the 
American invaders of Mexico would 
get frightened and leave the country. 
Several of the leaders of the plot have 
been executed, the letter asserted. 
General Gavira has received a mes­ 
sage in Juarez, asserting that General 
Alvaro Obregon, minister of war of 
the Carranza government, had left 
San Luis Potosi for El Paso for his 
conference 
with 
General 
Hugh L. 
Scott, chief of staff of the United 
States army, and would reach Juarez 
probably Thursday. 
Messages ,from 
General Scott at San Antonio, stated 
that he would not leave for El Paso 
for several days as he did not wish 
to get here too far in advance of 
General Obregon. 
According to what can be learned 
here there is a belief that the confer­ 
ence will result in a declaration for 
the Americans to cease active hunting 
for Villa bandits in Mexico, but to 
remain in 
Mexico in concentration 
camps, with their activities confined 
to restricted areas, for the moral ef­ 
fect it will have on the bandits. 
The Americans are to remain in­ 
active as long as the Carranzistas are 
able to control the bandit situation, 
and when it is shown to the satisfac­ 
tion of the United States that the ban­ 
dits have been run down the American 
forces are then to draw out. 
General Gavira and Consul Garcia 
discussed the coming meeting of Gen. 
Obregon and Scott with considerable 
enthusiasm. 
Mr. Garcia said: 
‘W hile the sending of additional 
troops into Mexico, following the re­ 
quest of General Carranza for the 
withdrawal of all American forces, 
does not look like a friendly act, I 
feel confident that the good judgment 
of President Wilson will prevail and 
the punitive expedition will not he 
turned into an expedition of interven­ 
tion." 
Discussing the Mexican situation 
General George Bell, Jr., commander 
of the American border patrol. Gen. 
Gavira was given to understand that 
there would he no temporizing on the 
part <>!' the United States, but he as- I 
sured the Mexican leader that the ‘ 
United States does not mean to pro- ; 
voke trouble. 
General Bell said: 
“I want you to feel reassured. Gen 
Gavira. that if there is any trouble ; 
on this immediate border, your men 1 
will have to do the first shooting.” 
“There will he no trouble,’’ said ; 
General 
Gaxira. 
“But 
if they do 
shoot,” said General Bell, “we will 
shoot hack.” 
General Gavira then did a remark- j 
able thing, and called his officers i 
into a conference and said to them: j 
“If the American sohliers should fire 
across the line you have orders not 
to fire hack. 
If such a thing should 
occur, you will report to me. 
By he- 
ing patient we will gain what we 
could never get through hostility.”
